been done by those (except one) 
who do not altend church KIVK 
Sundays in A YEAR." They give 
as a re.ison (nr iion-altendance on 
Ihe oi^her forty-seven Sun lays that 
lln> .sermons are dry ; loo long 
ilravMi out; the fen m of prayer not 
suitable; the same "Evening 
Player" gone over week aftei 
week ; and that above all "iliings 
the Li.v R 'ailei-s wei-e inc.ipable of 
infusing any knowledge or re- 
verence among them. Some 
testitieel that when they reached 
Church and found either of the lay 
readers occupyinir the pulpit, they 
ha<l refused to enter the door. 

True, as re^^ards the priyer, the 
minister is powerle.>.s to curtail the 
I it nil except where the " C^immon 
Prayer" allows. Hjs oath is to 
minister, and in so doing lo follow 
Ihe lorins set down by Ihe Church. 

Perhaps, some day, a David will 
arise among us who will writ<> a 
J'r.iyer form suitable to the needs 
of tlie deaf, and in presenl-img it to 
the Canons of the Kiiiscopal 
Church, and in the event of its 
approval, be the accepted form of 
religion among the deaf of the 
world of the Episcopal failh. 

Hut this Divid li.is not liseii yet. 
W«* musi abide with what we luive-, 
and ,Avhile working for changes to 
see if we cannot li\ putting up with 
what our hearing; brothers have, 
find some little interest in tlie Pray- 
er Hook. We will noi live always 
on this earth. Somewliere its rum- 
blings cease, and we may all go to 
Ib'aven sooner or Later. You won't 
tak<> Ihe Prayer Hook with you, for 
in the next world we shall not need 
any. If those of the deaf who 
ciiliclae the Prayer woul 1 only 
stale their " plaints" to the officers 
of th',' Cliuivh in.stead of attacking 
Ihe ministers of it in theii own 
diocese and iheir own ediureh, per- 
haps more e-ood would conu' from 
the same. 

The eaiest Ihing in I lie world is 
to criticise, and in so doing many 
of the deaf, in ae'knowledging the 
imperlVctions of others, do not stop 
lo think of theirown imperfi'ctne.ss. 
"Judge not that ye be not jndL'cd." 
We must allow for incapabilities in 
some ways, and if we are incapable 
of taking uj) the worlc oursi-lves, 
how are we abl»> to criticise truth- 
fully that which we would ^nake a 
failure of. The mechanic cannot 
preaedi the (Josped wilh Ihe (dear- 
lU'ss and understanding' ol the 
Minister, no more than the Minister 
of the Gospel can make a tool wilh 
the skill of a maehenic. We know, 
all of us, from experience, that we 
cannot do our work according lo 
our own ideas where we are work- 
ing for our wag»>. The Hoss is 
.,1...,-.. .iM yve ninsl do t'v m-wI, 



the way he desires it <lone. If we 
disob(>y him, we are told to look for 
another job. So is it with the 
Churcdi and its Ministers. So may 
Ihe (leaf see the error of theirs in 
eiilicising their ministers and the 
forms ,set down by the Church. In 
llnding fault they criticise their 
pastors for dolus; their eluly, a duty 
they are bound t > perfoim, criticism 
or no tiriticism. 

" My duty towards my neighbor 
is to love him as myself ; to order 
my.se! t lowly and reverently ; to 
love and honor my teachers, spiri- 
tual pastors and masters; to luirt 
nobody iiy woid or deinl ; to be trii" 
ani just In all my dealings." 

Some of us may not love our 
spiritual pastois and masters be- 
cause of the pasi. Rut the past is 
past — let us not rake U|i its ashes. 
n'h(> day of the accounting is not 
far off for all of us, and then we 
shall know all. Suffice to say that 
St. Ann's, even though it be a 
chapel and St. .\nn's in name only, 
is living ami will continue to live 
long after those who dishonored its 
name have pa«*sed away. 

Hut th(> deaf seem justified in re- 
fusiifji to go lo church lo listen to 
" l*ieaeher.s," if I may refer to col- 
lectors as such, who are very much, 
nay, moiv, gnaily inferior to them 
in mental attainments and moral 
instinct. And upon them is heap- 
ed the burden of missionary work. 
Their missions carry them among 
many of the deaf of the «Srate, and 
naturally the inference is drawn 
that St. Ann's Is indeed doing a 
"great work" in sending out men 
much inferior to the quality de- 
manded by the work. This is the 
Imrning shame of St. .Vnn's. t>f 
course, the quality has a deaf-mute 
salary atlHCiied to it, and so we don't 
marvel at the shame. Take away 
Ihe <haf-vinfe salari/, and there will 
be [denty of intelligent and fully 
capable young men ready to take 
lip lh(^ rein.s. (Jive honest and 
capalde deaf lay-readers a salary 
the .same as hearing a.ssist.aDts get. 
St. Matthew's can afford it and it 
must. Such a idiange would give 
an impetus to the work that few of 
us can realize until we have seen 
with our own eyes. It would be as 
good as giving St. Ann's a deal 
minister, and while waiting for a 
David to .spring up among us, St 
Ann's would continu(> to -t^e as 
progre.ssi\'e ns ever. 

And still there is room tor an- 
other draw on Ihe treasury of St. 
.Vim's ( perh.ips I niean the trea- 
sury of St. Matthew's), wherein an 
allowance can be made for a 
scholarship to be couferreil upon 
any capable New Yorker who is 
willing to study for the ministry, 
sucdi ,scliolarslii|) to piovide for his 
board and tuilion at any Divinity 
School or Seminary .selecteil by Uie 
Cluircii officers. This would pave 
the way for the obtaining of a deaf 
pasior for St. Ann's from amonu us. 

What are tlie congregaiicm of St 
Ann's doing nowadays, looking to a 
pri'babli'sucee.ssorto Drs. (Jailaudei 
and Chamberlain. Hoth of these 
Ministeis are well rtilvaneed in 
years, ami while iliey are liable to 
lay down the helm at any moment, 
the deaf of New York would, in the 
event, find them,selves' without a 
legnlar successor. Therefore, I 
would advi.se the utmost haste in 
procuring a young man cajmble 
of taking up the vvoik, of the con- 
ferring upon him the scholarship 
ami a sjilary worthy of an assistant 
in the good work, and, when in the 
coiir.se of his obtaining his degree, 
he be made Ihe head of St. Ann's, 
that Ihe ^('nf-^^l(l<' Suhtry business 
be done away wilh as an impetus 
to oilM>rs to follow in the vocation. 

Will this David arise auioiig us 
and make St Ann's a power worthy 
of its name and p.ast history; to 
unite Iheiieaf in one eominon cause; 
to njilift and lead <in that we may 
follow in th(> tiaths of righteous- 
ness ?

one whose far-reachiig consequences 
we would n.it wish to pr<'8age. No 
doubt some good, and fierhaps a 
great gmul, would be accomplished 
with the luindred tlnmsand dollara, 
if the money were appropriated, 
but we know of no rea,son why the 
general government .should interest 
itself in the elementary education 
of the deaf by the oral method, and 
should not start schools for the 
elementary education of otherafflict- 
e<l, or iinafflicied classos Ti.o.-.i i^ 
no rea.sou for the • 
primary in.struction a, ,,,, M.uuniai 
governmeul'sexpense any more than 
there is reason in having the govern- 
ment start elementary French 
schoids in French localities, o^ 
German or Scandinavian schools 
in the respective neighborhoods 
whert^ • these languages are more 
iwed limn any other. Aside from 
the objection to havi; " .itional 
government iiiteres. ju the 

' niclioii ol the deaf, 

ve the governtnent 
has enuugli other and graver sub- 
jects to deal with, we do not know 
that the method of instruct ing the 
children would prove as miccessful 
as the methods now in vogue in 
most schools for the deaf in the 
United States. In the State 
seluuds, or most of them, children 
are giviMi a chain e to learn speech 
and speech. readiiur, and if failure 
result, they are transferred to the 
manual department, where they get 
thorough tiaining and as good an 
education a« is afforded in the oral 
depHriment, theonl; be- 

ing that it is got th, na, 

writing and speech In the" homes 
.i.< they would be established by the 
naiional uovernment, there w'ttuld 
be no qianual department to which 
they could be translei red, though 
the scheme as contemplated makes 
no allowance lor failure by the 
superior methods ot the originator 
of this novel .seheuT'. If any one 
de-ires to ejiter the profes-iem, and 
w.ints a place when- he can ho 
trained for the wor^^ie can find 
it, in the n. rmal ^iPRrtment of 
Gallaudet College, or in the ttain- 
ing school at Northampton. Were 
the appropriation of one hundred 
thousand dollars madelo Gallaudet 
College fiu" a department for higher 
inslruciion in the mechanical arts 
for a separate polyteedinical school.

A NKW $75,000.00 JJUII.r>INO FOK 
THK SCHOOL IB-OR THE DEAF. 



(Flint Globe, Jan. 87.) 

The state of Michigan, in its 
wi>-doTrrin .>'cars past, has provided 
a home, that is not only so in name 
liiit in reality, for a class of people 
who are unforiunate in the loss of 
one of their most useful faculties: 
viz., thatof hearing. The Michigan 
School for the Dea', whic'i is locat- 
ed in this city, is one of tlio iiiohI 
ably mana'.'e<) iustitiitiotis in the 
country, and at the present time in 
caring for 412 pupils, who are be- 
ing educated for their various call- 
ings in life The present grou|) of 
sc1k)o1 buildings were erected in 
IH.'i;}, two new biiildingsliaving been 
addeil duriiiu' the iiast four years. 
Howes er, about a year aiio the 
management ileemed tlm capacity 
and fa<!iliiieK of the 'fichool in- 
adequate, and an appropriation was 
asked for from the slate, with 
which to coii.strtict the necessary 
additions to the institutien. The 
number of deaf chiMien of school 
age in the state is about 000. Of 
these, nearly three hundrefl are 
growicg u(» w ithout any education 
whatever, but with the spacious 
new building which the jire.'^ent 
legislature ha." giant ed, il is hoped 
to have nui.sl of these in school be- 
fore the close of another year. 

It has been j)rincipally through 
th.' fleterniiiH'd efforts of the <-ITi 
cien' and genial HU|)eiintendent, .Mr. 
F. D. Clarke, that the new build- 
ing has becom<; a re;\lity, and that 
the haitrlsome edffice is in process 
of const rue! ion. Seventy-fnc 

thousand dollars was the amount of 
the ai)piopriali(m gianti-d by the 
legislalure for tin- coiistruetinn of 
the building, which is well on its 
way to completion, and will t»e 
ready for oc<'cuf»anc^ by the first of 
the next school j'Car. 

The new building will be used al- 
most entirely for class rooms, and it 
is the intention at pK'scnt to uxe the 
older buildings for <loriniiories. 
Thu situation of the new buildinu 
is most excellent, comni-ndinga 
fine view, and hiandingon the hiuli- 
e-it part of a rid^o of ! ,nd, where \\^ 
imposing aspect may be ser-n from a 
gri-ater part of the we.Mlern |)orti(in 
of the city. The basement is liuill 
of rock-face Saginaw pavinu brick, 
Iriinmed with Portage En'ry re'l 
sandstone. The three r<iiniining 
stories are constructed of Find lay 
pressed brick, trimmed with ."and 
stone, the whole siirinomited with 
a slate roof. The most lu'dern ine- 
fhods of heating will be ern[)loyed, 
[ho basement containing two large 
boilers, HJ by « feet.. The In-at 
throughout the building will be 
controlled by a fine system of 
regulating, known as the Johnson 
Heat Regulatinir System, which is 
u.sed in mf>sl of the hugi; liiiildings 
throughout the country, where an 
even heat is required. A Ihumb- 
wrew in every room allows the 
temperature to be regulated at ex 
actly the tension and degree r-e 



September. Most of the furniture 
to be placed here has been built in 
the cabinet (leoarlinent by the pu- 
pils of th(! sfdrool, 125 desks being 
already completed. 

The new structure is the hand 
somest edifice in this city, and its 
erection has done much towaids 
beautifying a hustling and prosper- 
ous town thai is known throughout 
the Slate as the |)ielli< st i-itj' of its 
size in Micjhigan. Mr. Clarke, the 
presi'Ut supperinti ndent of the 
school for- the deaf, began his 
stewardship in Septemb(?r, 1892, at 
a time when Mr. R. J. Whaley was 
a mcmlier of the Vioard of tiustees. 

Mr. Whaley secured tlie serviiies 
of Mr. Clarke, inducing him to 
leave a similar position in the school 
for the deaf at liitle Rock, Ar- 
kansas. The board of trustees in 
olTicr^ at that time are lol)(«<-on- 
gralula'ed upon their sa^iacity and 
wisdom in securing such an elllcient 
siii)eriiit.nd<-nt, who has hel|)ed to 
make the Michigan school what it 
is, ,iiid has plar^'d it upon \\\o high 
standard of excijllence which it now 
maintains; and also reflects much 
credit ujion th« piesent mangement 
in continuing to keep in office one 
so (-minently well fitted for the 
responsible position which he now 
occuf>ies.

She 
is a gr/uliiate of our school, as is her 
husband, and their friends will no 
doubt bc> glad to hear of the good 
luck betalliug Mrs. Reasner. 
Here is the story: 

" A case which attracted no little 
attention in the circuit court was 
ihat of Matilda Reasner, of Fenton, 
VN. Robert K. Dolson, of Saginaw. 
The (toinplainanl and defendant 
are brolher and sisler. Mrs. Reas- 
ner is a mute, and is in only mo- 
derate circumstances. Robert has 
seen belter days than his more un- 
fortunate si.ster. He has been 
aelive in business interests in Sa- 
ginaw, and cut (luite a figure there. 
When their father was living he 
(laaiied an endowment insurance 
of iii<r),()()0, which was paid to him, 
and he father plirCod it in the hands 
of the son Robert as trustee, to be 
expended for the sole use of the 
iniitci sisler. No bonds were re- 
i|uir<Ml, but wh»n the father died 
Boberl denied that he harl any 
mone.\ foe the sister, yet the 
*5,000 was placed in h'o hands for 
her January C, 18!)3. Robejt occa- 
sionally gave his sister a small 
pittance, bst the sum and total of 
all was only $245, and whenever he 
gave h(^r anylhiiu; ln^ always Im- 
pressed upon her that it was a ilo- 
natioii, fiure and simjile, given her 
by the big-lmarled brother, that he 
had nothing ladongiiig to her. 

"On account of her unfortunate 
con<|ntion, it was indeed a hard 
matter fo handle. She plr.ced the 
malti'i- in the hands of Geo.

The " Public t)piniou" meetings 
which have been held monthl.v 
during the last ten years, have 
alwjiys had a large average attend- 
ance but the attendance at the 
February meeting last evening' was 
a record breaker. After a review of 
the leading events of the world 
during the past month, the meeting 
inforiiially cousiden d the advisabil- 
ity and p acticability of foimiig an 
oruaiiizatitui to have general local 
charge of aeaf-mute interests until 
( he close of the world's fair in 1903— 
the Louisiana Purchase Centennial. 
There are two distinct organizations 
in the city — the St. Louis Deaf- 
Mute Club, oruanized about twenty 
years ago, and (he St. touis Gal- 
l.iudet Union, which is just five 
years old. The former insists on 
tieing venerable on account of its 
aue, the later refuses to be disposed 
of on account of its .youth. 

The question Is: Sliall thes 
otmmiz itioiis unite 'i or, shull a third 
i.rsianiz ition lie formed to carry 
matters ihrongh the Fair? The 
pivvailing sentiment is that St. 
Louis shinild have but one organi- 
zation during the Fair. It would 
be a wood thing for both organiza- 
tions if they could unite, not only 
for the Fair but for all time. There 
;ii(> (rbstac'es in the way of such a 
step that appear to be almost in- 
suniionntaiile. Theea.sicsi solution 
of the niiitter seems to be an in- 
dopendcnt temporary organization. 
If such an organization proves a 
success, it may continue beyond Fair 
time. In the meanwhile, the Club 
and the L^niou will put conference 
committet^s at work.
